In Many Cases Are Superior to the 
Imported Varieties 

Since 1914, important, almost co- 
lossal, developments have taken place 
in roots. Previous to the war, Can- 
ada imported 95 per cent. of her seed, 
but war conditions emphasized the 
fact that she should depend on her 
own resources. At the present mio- 
ment Canadian-grown seeds compare 
most favorably and in many cases 
are superior to the imported varict- 
ies.
